New York, MajyL—A report was 


circulated in Wall street Friday pur- 
porting to have emanated from the 
offices of the Equitable Life Assur- 
ance society, that Former President 
Grover Cleveland is a sufferer from 
cancer- of the stomach and that his 
case hag been pronounced hopeless 
by specialists called into consultation 
by Dr. Joseph D. Bryant of this city, 
the family physician. 


Dr. Bryant was seen yesterday in 


his home, and askad point blank if 
Mr. Cleveland is suffering from can^- 
cer of the stomach. 
The physician 


made this significant statement: 


"That is not for me to say. 1 can 


not give an affirmative or negative 
answer to the question. As his phy- 
sician it would not be proper for me 
to state whether or not there is any- 
thing at all the matter with him Any 
statement as to the nature of his ill- 
ness should come from his family." 


"When did jou see Mr. Cleveland

"On Monday," he replied.

going to Lakewood to see him again 
this evening.

"Oh, yes. 
Especially when they amount to much. But 


we don't speak about every mistake. That'would only con- 
fuse the employes and make them fearful and probably lead 
to making more errors." 


"What do you find is the cause fop most mistakes?" 
"Carelessness — almost every time." 
"How does your system affect that?" 
"Well, he sajd, "the mere fact that we keep such a 


record is a stimulus to employes to be careful.

City Officials Are Trying to Get More 


Money to Lavish at the Expense of 
the Taxpayers. 
In several parts of the country move- 


ments are on foot to increase the debt 
limits of cities in order that they may 
go more deeply into municipal owner- 
ship. In the good old days, when in 
certain sections of the west there was 
no limit in poker games or to the debt 
of cities, there was at least one city 
from which all the inhabitants fled in 
despair, preferring to abandon their 
property rather than to paj the taxes. 
Even in the older sections of the coun- 
try there have been cities which have 
been forced into bankruptcy by like 
cause? and vihosc property holders 
have sustained lob&as which beggared 
'many of them. 


Where conservatism is not adhered 


to in such matters serious results al- 
most inevitably follow, because a ma- 
jority of the voters who are not direct- 
ly taxed fail to realize that they may 
be indirect losers if the taxes become 
excessive and the business interests of 
the city are thereby hampered and cur- 
tailed. 
It is far easier for cities to 


spend money thnn to pay off bonds. 
and even conservative citizens are apt 
not to count the cost when it comes to 
city expenditures. 
The present laws 


in regard to debt limits are safeguards 
suggested by sad experience to protect 
cities against sudden attacks of spend- 
thrift! ness.

RAfSING THE LIMIT. 


City Officials Are Trying to Get More 


Money to Lavish at the Expense of 
the Taxpayers. 
In sereral parts of the country move- 


ments are on foot to increase the debt 
limits of cities in order that they .may 
go more deeply into municipal owner- 
ship. In the good old days, when in 
certain sections of the west there was 
no limit in poker games or to the debt 
of cities, there was at least one city 
from which all the inhabitants fled in 
despair, preferring to abandon their 
property rather tlrin to pay the taxes. 
Even in the older sections of the coun- 
try there have been cities which have 
been forced into bankruptcy by like 
causes and whose property holders 
have sustained lobses which beggared 
many of them. 


"Where conservatism Is not adhered 


to in such matters serious results al- 
most inevitably follow, because a ma- 
jority of the voters who are not direct- 
ly taxed fail to realize that they may 
be indirect lo&crs if the taxes become 
excessive and the business interests of 
the city are thereby hampered and cur- 
tailed. 
It is tar easier for cities to 


spend money than to pay off bonds, 
and even conservative citizens are apt 
not to count the cost when it comes to 
city expenditures. 
The present laws 


in regard to debt Ihnus are safeguards 
suggested by sad experience to protect 
cities against sudden attacks of spend- 
thriftiness.

rubbing and his clothes are clean and 
hung up, while the "landlubber" has 
just begun. 


When they hare been thoroughly 


dried, the chief boatswain again pipes. 
"Scrub and wash clothes!" and every 
man rushes for the clothesline to 
claim his own. If he fails to secure 
them within a reasona-ble time, the 
master at arms, or "Jimmy Legs," 
takes them down, and they go into the 
"lucky bag." Then the only recourse 
the unlucky owner has is to go to the 
mast, or the "stick." as the court on 
board ship is commonly called, and 'pe- 
tition the "first luff." or executive oftl 
cer. to order them released. 


As a rule. Jimmy Legs, who has 


charge of the cleanliness of the decks, 
always ,h:is extra t-Jeauing. painting 
and so forth in mind, nnd the man 
whose clothes get into the lucky bag 
receives so many hours" extra duty as 
a gentle reminder to be more careful 
in the future. His name goes on Jim- 
my Legs' time book, und when there 
is any extra labor to be performed he 
is called upon to assist. 


This is usually the lot of the "lauds- 


man" who has not been aboard long 
enough to "learu the ropes." 


After they are taken from the line 


the stops are taken out and the clotheb 
rolled in such a manner that they need 
no ironing. These rolls are then tied 
at each end with the stops and are 
stowed away in the clothes bag. In 
this way all his clothes, both blue and 
white, are kept clean, and when Sun- 
day morning comes and there is gen- 
eral inspection on the quarter deck he 
has no fear of being reprimanded for 
having on a soiled uniform. 


The hardest things of a sailor's outfit 


to wash are his blanket and hammock. 
The hammock forms part of his equip- 
ment, but belongs to the ship. He is, 
however, required to keep it clean 
His mattress and blanket are lashed 
into the hammock and stowed in the 
nettings or crates provided for thai 
purpose. 


Every day a couple or more men are 


detailed to stow them away and a 
night to break them out. 
It is this 


handling so much that gets them fear 
fully dirty, especially while a ship ii 
coaling. When washing his hammock 
a sailor lays it flat on the deck ant 
uses a wire brush to get it clean, with 
the assistance of soap and lots of "el 
bow grease." 


In visiting a foreign port and befon 


the ship has come to anchor it will be 
surrounded by "bumboats." generallj 
bringing out washerwomen, who ar 
usually negresses and who clamor for 
any work in the laundry line. They 
do good work and charge very little 
for it. They always show their refer- 
ences from the last ship and always 
want a new one to add to their already 
long list. 


It is in wet and stormy weather that 


the sailor has his own troubles trying

' ART OF PiPE SMOKING. "" 


How It May Be Made a Source of 


Great Pleasure. 


As important as the condition of the 


tobacco smoked is tlit> state of the pipe 
itself. 
A straight p:p»». with a wide 


bore to the stem, is the best, says the 
London Globe, because it is e::sy to 
clean with a few twists of a feather. 
No doubt feathers are ihe riuest pipe 
c!eai:ers. 


Xext. no doubt, to n srood seasoned 


tobacco th? sireat secret of enjoyable 
pipe smoking is to have a battery of 
pipes, so that a frequent change is pos- 
sible. The ideal plan is never to smoke 
a pari!«:i:iar pipe IIKUV tiiuu once a 
day. 
When done with it should be 


cleaned and stood iu the rack, bowl 
downward, and all pipes should be 
used in rotation. 


There is a gr?at art. too. in filling a 


pipe. If the tobacco is crammed in 
haphazard it will not burn evenly, and 
a tightly packed pipe is the .ause or 
more tongue blisters than even an ill 
conditioned, half 
drowned 
tobacco 


Pipe filling is perhaps the most ditlic.ilt 
thing a .smoker has TO deal with. U'.d 
hands cannot be sure of always exaxt- 
ly hit'ing the right degree of even 
density throughout the bowl, and be- 
ginners invariably make a botch of it. 


Some people will never master the 


thing iu a lifetime, try as they may, 
and they are perforce limited, to the 
minor delights of cigar and cigarette 
smoking or at least have to put tip 
with mixtures which by reason of 
their short, chxippy nature are fairly 
totil proof from this point of view. 


A perfectly filled pipe should light at 


once in an evenly glowing disk a:.d 
should burn through almost to the bot- 
tom 
uninterruptedly, 
preserving 
a 


slightly coned shape the whole time. 
A curious, not to say unaccountable, 
thing about pipe smoking is the way iu 
which the formation of the cake—the 
hard black substance which collects on 
the inside of the bowl—varies with dif- 
ferent smokers. 


It doe? not appear to depend on the 


nature of the tobacco used, but almost 
entirely on some mysterious attribute 
of the user. With some smokers this 
cake grows rapidly and_.mus_t be con- 
stantly pared away, while with others 
Its collection is just as slow. In either 
c;ise the interior of the bowl must be 
kept as smooth as possible by frequent 
scrapings. 
This insures the rim fire i 


necessary for the coiie shaped burn- 
ing. 
A rough bowl means center fire 


and waste of tobacco. 


To many people the first smoke from 


a new pipe is always a terror, but the 
breaking in of a new brier should nev- 
er be attempted by smoking in the 
ordinary way. 
It must be done by 


some sort of bellows arrangement. A 
.bicycle pump is not a bad thing. The 
pipe should first be packed hard with 
the strongest and juiciest tobacco ob- 
tainable. It is then lighted and drawn

ASQUITH'S PREDICTION. 


Striking One Made by England's New 


Premier That Has Come True. 


Herbert Henry Asquith, who suc- 


ceeded the late Sir Uem?y Cauipbeil- 
Banneruian us prime minister of Eng- 
land, has been in turn :i member of 
parliament, a privy 'ouuselor, secre- 
tary of the state h-'unc department, 
ecclesiastical commissioner, chancellor 
of the exchequer aa-1, lastly, premier. 
He is one of the oioit cultured men in 
the cabinet, for from his earliest days 
he has been aa enthusiastic student. 
In his school days his oue 'dream was 
to rise to political power, lie cared 
for no sport. 
Ilis chief recreation 


was reading verbatim parliamentary 
reports in the newspapers. 
Apropos 


of this it is told how he used to bor- 
row a copy of the London Times 
every morning from a friendly news 
agent and go out and read it, sitting 
under the hedge of the cricket field, 
while his schoolfellows were enjoying 
games. 
As a barrister he has won 


success which attends only a very 
small proportion of those who go in 
for the law, but it has been the out- 
come of much striving, for at first he 
met with reverses on every hand. lie 
has said that it was the greatest day 
of Ins life when he got into parlia- 
ment. 
His enthusiasm on that occa- 


sion was so marked that when parlia- 
ment opened he told a fellow member 
that one day he would be prime minis- 
ter and was laughed at for his pains. 


As a strong man Mr. Asquith is in 


a class by himself. He combines with 
the 
fearlessness 
and 
pugnacity of 


Roosevelt the taciturnity and cynicism 
of Choate, the wide intellectuality of 
the late John Hay and the debating 
ability of Bryan. 
No man in British 


public life can stand against him in a 
forensic battle. 
He is a lawyer by 


training, the greatest lawyer in Eng- 
land, and he is as merciless in the 
house of commons as if he were con- 
ducting a cross examination. 


Wakefield, Mass., Wakes Up. 


The question of abandoning the mu- 


nicipal lighting plant and purchasing 
electricity and gas for the town from 
some private corporation or the ex- 
penditure of $72,000 to put the plant 
iu first class condition is being serious- 
ly considered by the town. It is claim- 
ed that the plant has beea run at a 
loss for the last few years. A commit- 
tee of nine has been appointed to in- 
vestigate the matter arid was also au- 
thorized to secure the services of an 
expert at a cost not to exceed SSCO 
and to report not later than 'the No- 
vember, town meeting. 
The. estimat- 


ed cost of putting the electrical branch 
of the plant in up to date condition is 
$52.000. and an expenditure of §20.000 
will be re.quired for the gas plant.— 
Electrical World.
